region. 


After a successful campaign in 


Peru, where his crushing victory

America forever, he became presi- 
dent of Bolivia. Elected for life, 
he resigned two years later, after 
establishing the country on a firm 
foundation 
for 
future 
develop- 


ment. 


Back in Ecuador, he led that re- 


public's army against Peru, re- 
pulsed invasion. He was assassi- 
nated in Colombia in 1830.
